Benefits to property
owners include helping to control
stormwater runoff created by their
property, decreasing incidents of
flooding, controlling erosion, and
minimizing the pollutants in
stormwater runoff that end up in
the creeks and rivers of Woodstock.

. Never dump anything down a storm
drain or into a drainage ditch.

. Recycle motor oil & other vehicle
fluids.

. Throw litter in its place.

. Clean up after your pet.

. Check your vehicles for leaks (repair
them!)

. Dispose of household hazardous
wastes at designated locations.

. Compost yard clippings.

. Use fertilizer and pesticide only when
needed. (Read the labell)

. If you wash your vehicle at home, do
so on the lawn rather than on
pavement.

‘Municipal Property Tax

File your Homestead Exemption with
Cherokee County between January 1st
and April 1st. City gives a Senior Tax
Exemption (62 and older); Disabled
Veterans Exemption, and Freeport Tax
Exemption that are filed with the
Cherokee County Tax Assessor.

City property tax bills are generally
mailed in October and due on
December 20th. City residents pay both
County and City taxes. All assessments
are done through the County.

Property purchased after January 1 is
billed to the owner of record as of
January 1. If you do not receive a tax bill
contact the Woodstock City Tax Clerk at
770-592-6051 or e-mail the Tax Clerk at
tparrottcash@woodstockga.gov.

Stormwater fees are on your property
tax bill. The fees are $50.40 per year for
residential and $50.40 per year per ERU
for non-residential. One ERU = 2700
square feet impervious. (Even those
who are tax exempt must pay the
stormwater utility fee!)

Bulky Waste: Items of furniture such as sofas, chairs, tables,
and carpet and other large items such as mattresses,
electronics, tubs, toilets, picnic tables and benches.
